Tax is unfair 

TO THE EDITOR: 

We are hog farmers from 
Hancock and Christian coun- 
ties and have always felt that 
the mandatory pork checkoff is 
wrong. The pork checkoff is a 
mandatory tax on all hog 
farmers that amounts to 
approximately 45 cents for 
every $100 worth of pork they 
market. 

It’s wrong-because it is not 
democratic. I’m sure the 
National Pork Producers Coun- 
cil, the recipient of checkoff 
funds, and some hog farmers 
can identify several programs 
funded by Checkoff dollars that 
have helped farmers., We can 
identify programs that do not 
help farmers. Regardless, the 
program should be voluntary 
so that those farmers. who do 
not believe the program works 
for them can use their hard- 
earned money for other pur- 
poses. 

NPPC has already .claimed 
that if the program becomes 
voluntary, few farmers will 
pay into the system; and there- 
fore, no one organization will 
exist to promote pork. 

However, NPPC should not 
worry about the potential 
impacts of a voluntary system. 
If NPPC conducts themselves 
and their programs in an 
accountable manner and actu- 
ally uses funds to help farm- 
ers, we are-convinced that 
farmers will pay into the sys- 
tem. Unfortunately, because 
the program is mandatory, 
NPPC does not have to prove 
they are helping anyone. 

In an attempt to defend the 
mandatory tax, NPPC claims 
that the program is working. 
However, ever since the pro- 
gram became mandatory in 
1986, the following trends have 
developed: 

© Producers paid $417 million 
into the checkoff program; how- 
ever, per capital consumption 


of pork 
pounds; 
® The price of pork at the 
grocery store has risen 30 per- 
cent while the farmer's share 
has dropped 10 percent; and 

© Prices paid to farmers have 
fallen from 49 cents a pound to 
around 35 cents a pound and 
more than 207,000 hog farmers 
have quit the business during 
that time. 

Prices and markets are what 
matter most to hog farmers. 
Unfortunately, we are getting 
neither; the trends will only 
worsen in the years to come if 
the checkoff-fueled expansion 
by the corporate producers con- 
tinues 

This is why the Campaign for 
Family Farms has launched a 
petition drive to hold a referen- 
dum on the mandatory pork 
checkoff. The. eight-member 
coalition representing eight 
states and its allies Including 
Farm Ald, the National Catholic 
Rural Life Conference and the 
National Family Farm Coalition 
intend to circulate petitions 
nationwide. Once 15 percent of 
all hog farmers that checked 
off in the last year sign the 
petition, a referendum will be 
held. A majority of hog farmers 
who checked off must vote 
against the mandatory checkoff 
to recall the program.

Unified courts offer personal touch 


Imagin€ one family, one court and one 
judge who has the entire picture of that 
family’s problems. It happens in some 


places, where they have unified family 
courts. 

But, the following story is much more 
common: Mary, a mother of three, finally 
Summons the strength to leave her abu- 
siye husband, Jim. She flees with her 
children to a domestic violence shelter, 
where the staff encourages her to take out 
a “protective order against her husband. 
Meanwhile, he files for temporary custody 
of the children and has her arrested for 
‘kidnapping. What does Mary do? 

Mary goes to court. Or rather, Mary 
goes to many courts. 


She goes before one judge to get the 
rotection order, another to defend the 
idnapping charge, and yet another to 
* fight the custody petition. If she wants to 
ol custody of the children and to file 
for divorce, that probably means she goes 
before yet another judge. Do all the judg- 
es know what is going on with this case in 
other courtrooms? Not necessarily; in 
some jurisdictions, not likely. Just when 
Mary needs the support of the justice sys- 
tem, bureaucracy gets in the way.

Unified family courts ensure that 
domestic problems are comprehensively 
addressed and Help: ward off potential 
domestic crises in the future. The cotrrts 
employ social and mental health counsel- 
ing and alternative dispute resolution 
mechanisms, to address problems within 
families that may manifest themselves in 
aberrant behavior. Non-legal issues and 
legal issues that don’t require a judge can 
be separated out by experts, so that they 
don’t take up precious court time. 


Twelve states, the District of Columbia 
and Puerto Rico have unified family 
courts of some kind, and some localities 
in a few other states use such a system. 
But that’s: not enough. All citizens of all 
our states should have access to this type 
of system. 

At a time when daily headlines of fami- 
ly dysfunction, domestic violence and 
juvenile crime jump out at us, we need 
another approach. 

Mary and the thousands like her should” 
recéive appropriate, efficient resolution 
from the,justice system, including the ser- 
vices they need to ensure the family’s

Poll judges eye technology 


Madison County see

County election judges 
attending training this week 
got a sneak peek at the future. 

In addition to normal train- 
ing, Madison County Clerk 
Mark Von Nida gave judges a 
chance to look over an optical 
scanning voting system. 

“What we are doing is famil- 
iarizing with old processes as 
well as acquainting them with 
some of the new things that we 
expect to see over the next two 
years,”’ he said 

With the optical system, vot- 
ers use a pen or.pencil to fill 
in a circle, similar to filling in 
answers on a_ standardized 
test. The ballot is then fed into 
a bin. 

“The real advantage to this 
is that it incorporates newer 
technology,” he said. ‘It can 
actually read the ballots and 
tabulate the results all day 
long. The results cannot be 
accessed until the end of the 
night, but the neat thing is that 
after the final ballo have 
been voted, the results can be 
tabulated in a matter of min- 
utes.’”’ 

It also allows for telephone 
hook up and transmission to 
the County Clerk’s office. 

Since 1978, Madison County 
voters have used a punch-card 
system. 

“The pinch card — in 1978 
when we adopted it — was the 
standard and it was in use in 
over half the election counties, 
now it’s in use in less than 20 
percent,’’ Von Nida said. 

He also said the punch-card 
System is becoming expensive 
to maintain, and it is difficult 
to get parts for counting 
machines. S

‘Tt brings back paper and 
pen to make a decision,’’ he 
said. 

In the last election, hé said 
160 people voted blank ballots. 

Part of the problem is that 
people are used to writing and 
filling in, and changing that is 
difficult for some Benpie: 

‘We're suddenly supposed to 
throw all of that out when we 
go to the voting booth, and all 
of a sudden we're going to use 
a little pen and poke holes in a 
card,’”’ he said. “It was a good 
system back in 1978. It was 
quicker and had many advan- 
tages over the old lever voting 
machines.’”

Input sought on transportation plan

A series of public meetings 
sponsored by the East-West 
Gateway Coordinating Council 
will focus on a regional trans- 
portation project proposal for 
the next three years. 

The proposal — known as 
the Transportation Improye- 
ment Program — will divide 
$1.07 billion in federal expendi- 
tures on almost 700 different 
transportation, transit, hi h- 
way and bridge projects in the 
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eight-county St. Louis region 
for the fiscal years 1999 
through 2001. With the addition 
of local matching funds, the 
total cost of the projects will 
exceed $1.5 billion. 

Through the series of meet- 
ings, the public has a chance 
to look over — and possibly 
Fhange — the plan. 

‘We're actually seeking the 
input of the public,’”” said John- 
nie Smith, transportation plan- 
ner for the council. ‘‘We would 
really like to see large turn- 
outs as far as the public is 
concerned. We have made 
revisions based on information 
gathered by the public.’ 

The cost of projects in the 
program can range from less 
than $100,000 to several $100 
million, Smith said_

the extension of MetroLink into 
St. Clair County, continuing 
construction of the Alton 
Bypass and the proposed new 
Mississippi River bridge. 

Eight hearings will be held 
in Missouri and Illinois. The 
council is expected to adopt 
the TIP at its Aug. 26 meeting. 

Adoption of the TIP for 
major transportation-related 
projects in. the region is 
required before federal funds 
can be spent on them.

People who ara building-a home need to 
understand the importance of lien waivers so that 
they do not end up paying more than the original 
contract price. Illinois law provides that anyone 
who performs work or supplies materials for work 
on a residence has a lien against the land itself. 
This encumbrance upon the property is known as a 
mechanic's lien, and it applies not only to the 
person who contracts directly with the owner of the 
land but also to any subcontractors who are 
employed by the general contractor. 

The owner of the property must be careful in 
paying out sums due to the general contractor 
since the general contractor may not in turn'pay the 
subcontractors. If the owner of the property makes 
payments to the general contractor who in turn fails 
to pay subcontractors, the owner can end up 
paying the subcontractors for work he thought he 
was paying the general contractor for, and actually 
pay more than the original contract price. The way 
to avoid this problem ts to insist upon lien waivers 
signed by a ‘general contractor and all 
subcontractors before any payments are made. 

Recently, the owners of some land contracted 
with a general contractor to build them a home.

The general contractor in turn employed a | 
carpenter in the construction of the home at an 


hourly rate of $11.49. When the work was 
completed, the general contractor had failed to 
pay the carpenter all of the monies that were 
owed. The Carpenter filed a notice and claim for 
mechanic’s lien against the owner’s property for 
more than $1,500 due him in wages. It should be 
noted that the owner had not bothered to insist on 
lien waivers in this case: < 

The owners argued that the carpenter was in 
fact an employee’of the general contractor and 
therefore was not entitled to enforce a lien under f 
the Mechanic’s Lien Act because he was not a 
subcontractor. The Appellate Court noted that the 
Act identifies the subcontractor as a workman or 
other person performing services or labor for the 
contractor. The Court stated that it could find no 
basis to exclude the carpenter from coverage 
under the Mechanic’s Lien Act and therefore the 
owners of the property faced the potential of’ 
having to pay his wages in that they failed to 


obtain lien waivers before they paid the general 
contractor.

e Window trims, which are subjected to 
rain and standing water. 

Feldman is quick to add that interior 
trim paints aren’t just for windows and 
doors anymore. These paints are taking 
on a whole new look as they’re now a 
part of many decorative themes and tech- 
niques. 

“It’s not unusual to see high sheen trim 
paints on ceilings and windows. And 
they’ve become a desirable choice for 
hallways, playrooms and kitchens. It 
makes sense to use them wherever 
there’s a lot of action going on,” says 
Feldman. 

And outside the home, the popularity of 
exterior door and trim finishes hasn’t fad- 
ed at all the past few years: the painting 
of doors and trims remains the number 
one do-it-yourself exterior project for con- 
sumers- 

In fact, more than one-third of all exte- 
rior paint sold today is used specifically 
for doors and trim. The main reason is 
that regardless of the substrate of the 
home (vinyl, brick, aluminum), there’s 
usually a door or window that requires 
paint. aes 

‘When selecting trim paints, consider the 
following: 2 = 


+ For exterior paints, look for products _ 


that resist peeling, cracking, blistering 
and fading, and have a mildew-resistant 
coating. 

* For interior trim paints, pick one that 
stands up to constant scrubbing and wash- 
ing without coming off : 

* Make sure the paint is “non:blocking”’ 
so that it won’t stick to windows and 
doors. S 


Re-Decorate with Minor Touch-Ups 

““Many- of us today just don’t have the 
time to undertake the task of painting an 
entire room,’’ says Feldman. ‘‘And espe- 
cially for those with kids, a piecemeal 
approach to painting rooms and surfaces 
makes the most sense.”” 

For many, whole-room makeovers have 
given way to interiors that évolve through 
smaller projects; The same can be said of 
exterior jobs where homeowners prefer to 
Start with trim work on simple projects 
like the front door,--shutters or window 

_trim. Consumers don’t typically “start 
from scratch; they prefer to fework exist- 
ing areas and add new sparks to tired- 
looking rooms. 

Besides, working with trim paints is 
Ma by many homeowners as a fun: 
job. : 

Using trims is such a simple process 
that people consider it more of a home 
decorating project than a maintenance 
project,” says Feldman. ‘‘Also, workin

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88 years early, ‘Brigadoon’ is back 


Lerner and Loewe musical opens two-week run tonight on SIUE stage 


The mythic town of Brigadoon only 
appeared every 100 years, according to 
ancient legend. But “Brigadoon” — the 
musical — is returning some 88 years 
early to the stage at Southern Illinois 
University at Edwardsville. 

The Lerner and Loewe classic opens 
at 7:30 tonight under the direction of 
Peter Reynolds, who starred in the 
musical the first time it was staged at 
SIUE in 1986. 

Reynolds, who is artistic director of 
the HealthWorks Theatre Company in 
Chicago, has chosen to rejoin two of 
the cast members from that original 
SIUE production of “Brigadoon,” the 
Lerner and Loewe classic. Eric 
Barnett and Paula Beals again are 
cast in the hit musical, the former as a 
member of the current cast and the 
latter as choreographer. 

“Brigadoon” will be staged at 7:30 
p.m. tonight, Friday, Saturday and 
Sunday and July 16-19 and at 2 p.m. 
July 19 in SIUE’s Katherine Dunham 
Hail theater, formerly the 
Communications Building theater, as 
part of ‘Summer Showbiz,” the 
university’s annual summer stock 
theater program. 

The Broadway hit of 1947 will be 
updated about 50 years, but that won't 
involve any real changes in the script, 
Reynolds said. 

“We're bringing Tommy and Jeff 
into the past from 1998 urban New 
York, rather than the 1940s,”” he said. 
“T believe the intent of the authors was 
to use a present day setting. It makes 
sense to view this play from a 1998 
perspective rather than a 1947 

erspective. It makes the stakes even 
higher for these two to stay or not to 
stay in Brigadoon.”’ 

The plot revolves around two 
Americans who are hunting in the 
highlands of Scotland when they come 
upon a village that’s not listed on any 
map. The two learn that the ancient 
town and its inhabitants only appear 
for one day every 100 years to escape 
the clutches of some unfriendly 
witches. 

During the course of the play’s 
action, Tommmy falls in love with 
Fiona MacLaren, one of the young 
women from the magical town. Tommy 
then must decide whether he wants to 
stay with Fiona, thus only existing for 
one day each century, or return to his 
fiancee in New York. 

Mr. Lundie, the schoolmaster of 
Brigadoon, explains to the Americans 
how the town has been threatened by 
witches and how the townspeople 
prayed for a miracle. As a concept 
study, Reynolds is considering the 
significance of the witches, although 
they do not appear in the script. ‘“My 
vision of the witches is that they were 
probably women who had a different 
religious background and that they 
were misunderstood.” ; 

The original Broadway musical was 
oerforted in 1947, just after World 
War Il, a time of increased 
industrialism when changes occurred 
quickly and irrevocably. However, the 
sentiment of Brigadoon still holds an

“Pm looking at this play from the 
viewpoint that we can embrace the 
world or hide from it,”” Reynolds said.

As to whether he will be influenced 
by the 1986 SIUE version, in which he 
played the part of Tommy, Reynolds is 
fairly certain he can keep an objective 
eye on how to handle this current 
production, “I’ve beea associated with 
this play actually for 15 years because 
J also was in a production of it in high 
school. 

I’m sure there are some influences 
from both of those productions I may 
carry with me, but I’m approaching 
this now where I am in my life, which 
is totally different from then. 

“Tm excited,” he said. “We have 
some strong dancers and we'll be doing 
a good amount of the dance in the 
show, I’m really enjoying working with 
the choreography created by Paula 
Beals, who played Maggie in our 1986 
production, and with Eric Barnett, who 
played Angus MacGuffle in that 
version.” 

Beals is an instructor in the SIUE 
Department of Theater and Dance, 
while Barnett, who is playing Archie 
Beaton in the upcoming production, is 
director of The University Museum at 
SIUE. 

During 1997, there were several 
revivals of “Brigadoon” at regional 
theaters throughout the country to 
commemorate its 50th anniversary. 

“It’s a gem, a real Broadway 
warhorse, but I think it has more ofa 
soul than many old Broadway hits,” 
Reynolds said. 

“Like Mr. Lundie tells Tommy: ‘If 
you love someone deeply, anything is 
possible,’ as he tries to answer 
Tommy's question about whether to 
stay. I believe if you do have love in 
your heart, you can’t exclude others,” 
he said. 

“Love is what keeps us from 
excluding others and wrapping 
ourselves in a safe cocoon.” 

Tickets for “Brigadoon” are $10; $8 
for senior citizens 65 and older, 
students and SIUE faculty and staff, 
with valid ID.
